He then wormed ns aa assistant to 
Profeseor KATEBSKlfJS' at the Faculty of Agricultural Kcoocelc* In Breslau. 

In 1912 he fcecesae a professor extreordlxwry end in 1919 a professor ordinary 
of Agricultural tcoecsalca. Taxation, and Accountancy at the Polytechnics! 
University, Faculty of Agriculture und Ibrestry, Prague. In 1910 be founded 
a mcieatifle review called the Agricultural Archive* ( Zawedalaky Archiv) 
which he edited until 19*»3 whan it was stopped by the Garaaas. In 1912 be 
foinsded the Institute of Agricultural Economics «nd Accountancy in the 
Ministry of Agriculture which he directed until May 19^5 when diisrlsaed by 
the COassualst Minister of Agriculture nUKKi. In 1920-21 Subject was Minister 
of Agriculture aod In 1921 was also responsible for the Food Ministry. 

Subject served two tera* &» Dean of the Faculty of Agriculture of tb* Foly- 
t ethnical ttol versity end in 1925 was elected Fector of the Oiiveraity of 
Prague. From 1S25 to 1933 Subject was vice-governor of the Caechoalowok 
ff at to ny i Bank and fra® 1933 to 1939 he was s tceaber of Parliament for the 
Agrarian Party. Between 1920 and 1939 Subject played a landing role In 
various learned societies In Czechoslovakia. In the International sphere, 
Subject wua a caetsber of the Scientific Council of the International Agricultural 
institute in Foots and frequently the official Czechoslovak rej^esKWtative 
In international agricultural congresses. Be has published fifty hooks and 
Monographs sad about 3X2 articles in tbs Czech, Gcrisaa, Eagliah nod French. 

'.nnj M g M. After the Ccasnuairt coup In February 19^ Subject was 
IssEddi&tely diksaiaaad as professor in the Polytechnical University. It was 
reeseobered by the Cosawaista that Subject was a swasher of the Czechoslovak 
Cabinet in 1990-21 which took veiy direct action against Canomist ambitions. 
Subject and wife fled to AKBOff cm 6 August 19^6. At the uafcdsafettrg C«ap 
Subject founded the refugee l^aaearyk Univ»r 0 ity for Czechoslovak Students 
in Stile of which be was president. In 1950, ERELK eral grated to the Doited 
States and was residing at 12 Welwyn Food, Great Seek, long Island, Sew To rk.
